crookedness in baseball can do more harm to the national past- 
time than has already been done by the prevalence of wild and 
unjustified rumors of game-throwing and "fixing" of players 
ana team. 
It is likewise uncertain whether the exposure of 


double-dealing can do more harm than has already been done 
uy continued hoodlumism o nthe part of certain patrons of the 
parks, on the part ot certain players, and even of men holding 
portions oi responsibility on certain clubs. 
.. 
On the whole, the grand jury investigations are likely to 


have a wholesome effect—particularly if revelations are follow- 
ed by relentless prosecution and drastic punishment. While the 
inquiry has already shown that there are some black sheep in 
the fold, it M evident it will demonstrate that they are few in 
number. While- the proceedings will bring to justice the crook- 
ed elements in baseball, it will bring justice to the majority of 
players, manager.', and owners who conduct themselves honest- 
ly and loyally and who have suffered, with the offenders, under 
imputations.

It is likewise uncertain whether the exposure of 
double-dealing can do more harm than has already been done 
uy continued hoodlumism o nthe part of certain patrons of the 
parks, on the part of certain players, and even of men holding 
pOHitions oi responsibility on certain clubs. 
.. 
On the whole, the grand jury investigations are likely to 


have a wholesome effect—particularly if revelations are follow- 
ed by relentless prosecution and drastic punishment. While the 
inquiry has already shown that there are some black sheep in 
the fold, it is evident it will demonstrate that they are few in 
number. While- the proceedings will bring to justice the crook- 
ed elements in baseball, it will bring justice to the majority of 
players, manager.'; and owners who conduct themselves honest- 
ly and loyally and who have suffered, with the offenders, under 
imputations.

because the farms have suffered from 
several years of drought, and the aver- 
age farmer's bank account is much 
decreased by these years of extremely 
low crop yields.

In the evening to secure the best re- 
sults. 


HORSE'S FEET REQUIRE CARE 


Doesn't Pay to Neglect Shoes of Ani- 


mal—Permanent Injury May Be 


the Result. 


Many a horse becomes Incurably 


lame and has to be killed long before 
his time; and most often the cause is 
some trouble In the fore feet. Do not 
try to economize in the shoeing of 
your horses. 
Go to the best horse- 


shoer 5011 can find, and let him have 
his own way. Have your horse shod 
at least once In four weeks. Avoid 
long calks. 
The higher the foot Is 


rnised from the ground, the worso for 
the foot. 
See that the shoe is big 


enough, and at the heels a little too 
big for 
the 
foot. 
See that 
your 


horse's foot are kept soft—especially 
In a long spell uf dry weather. 
Ke- 


move his shoes If he stands In for a 
week or more, but give him bedding 
to stand on, so that he will not be- 
come footsore.
